His failing 
health was believed - to have 
prompted the decision.

Roman Catholic Church. Burial 
will be in Mount Olivet Ceme- 
tery.

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Delinquency Key 


Much has been written and said about the motivations of a 


teenager, what makes him so often stray from the path of 
honor to a weird experimentation with the off-bent side of 
life. Yet, for anyone willing to remember his own obso- 
lescence, the apparently erratic behavior of a teenager is less 
difficult to understand. 


If the philosophy of life of a teenager could be summed up 


in one v\>rd, it would be recognition. His single most 
important fear is not that he might do something wrong by 
adult standards, but that he may bring shame to himself in 
the eyes of those whose friendship he respects. Control his 
sense of shame, and you will have won the battle of juvenile 
delinquency. 


That is the opinion of a man who has dealt with a large 


number of errant youths. 
Dr. Murray Bilmes, associate 


professor at the New York School of Psychiatry, told tho 
annual convention of all professions in the mental health 
field that the glamor of wickedness and danger is cultivated 
by teenagers to avoid feelings oi shame. 


"The 
major problems of the adolseeent include achieve- 


ment, pride, identity, sexual success, independence and 
attaining respect," the psychologist told more than 7,000 
psychiatrists, psychologists and social workers. "A failing in 
any of these is a loss of face and humiliation, the experience 
of shame." 


Adventure, thrills, courage and prestige, these are the 


ingredients around which young lives are molded. Give them 
no challenge around which to employ these traits and they 
will find their own. Nor is a sense of guilt an effective red 
light to most adolsecents. 


"Guilt is the sense of having done something wrong, 


shame the sense of having failed to live up to one's desired 
image," said Dr. Bilmes. Probably most parents have not 
thought of it quite that way, but they know from experience 
that berating a youngster for being "bad" generally 
produces little more than a scowl, while calling him 
"chicken" or "sissy" will bring an immediate challenging 
response. 


• Anti-delinquency programs which permit the teenager to 
develop his special qualities and accept individual challenges 
are the answer to many of his problems. The adolseeent 
wants to be a non-conformist in order to demonstrate his 
new-found independence of thought and action. 


There is no reason why this nonconformity cannot be 


accepted by the adult world and channeled into constructive 
and self-satisfying paths.

And Higher Prices 


Twin evils of political expediency and inflation 
are 


imposing cruel paradoxes upon the people of this country. 
Never in history was there such a welter of "social" 
legislation designed to 
improve the lot of what 
the 


politicians like to call the common man, whoever he is. 
Hardly 
a 
day 
passes 
without 
press 
releases 
from 


•Washington, advising the country, that another group of 
citizens is scheduled to receive subsidies, benefits or 
payments of one kind or another. All of this, on top of the 
•war in Viet Nam, inevitably results in new "high cost of 
living" reports. 
, As inflation quickens, new areas of poverty are created 
for people living on fixed incomes, social security benefits, 
•annuities and so forth. The search for palliatives to please 
voting blocs and pressure groups becomes more frantic. 
• Among measures now in Congress, is the perennial 
question of increasing the Federal Minimum Wage and 
extending coverage under the Wage-Hour law. A survey of a 
group of department stores to determine the impact of the 
originally proposed increase of $1.75 an hour, now reduced 
.to $1.60, produces some shocking conclusions. One hundred 
and twenty seven retail enterprises responded to the survey. 
The replies covered the operations of 339 retail units located 
'in 38 of the 50 states and employing over 50,000 regular 
employees. 
-. If the original proposal to increase the wage to $1.75 an 
.hour and extend coverage, under the Fair Labor Standards 
"Act, had been accepted by Congress, the law would have had 
the following effect: 1. Price increases would have ranged 
'from 5 to 10 per cent or more—greatly exceeding the 
President's wage guidelines. 2. Retail employment would be 
-reduced. 3. Some stores would have been closed because of 
inability to meet the added labor costs or the costs of the red 
tape thrust upon them. 4. Many services consumers now get 
free would be discontinued. The $1.60 figure will be. little 
better. 


Regardless of the action Congress takes on the minimum 


wage question, laws of this kind are not an answer to 
inflation. They simply create a mirage of well being. 
Free Seas 


Three quarters of the earth is covered by water. In the 


opinion of Vice Admiral John S. McCain, Jr., U.S. Navy, 
unrestricted access to the "free real estate" of the seas, is 
essential to the survival of our nation.

More than 70,000 
miles of vital ocean routes unite the free world and bring 
together its vast resources. These ocean routes are as 
fundamental to our own survival as eating, breathing and 
Bleeping are to the human body. They must remain open." 


While the competition in space continues, we should not 


lose sight of the fact that Russia has the second largest 
navy in the world, including -100 submarines, many nuclear 
powered. Communist China has also embarked on a massive 
buildup of naval strength. 


Watch Your Hide! 


Taxes have been described as the price we pay for civili-

WASHINGTON - The latest 


outbreak of talk on changing 
U.S. 
policy in Viet 
Nam 
is 


another example of the kind of 
reasoning that has given en- 
couragement to Communist sup- 
porlers there. 


H is natural for Americans, 


particularly A m e r i c a n poli- 
ticians, to seek an easy way out 
of a difficult position. And it is 
natural for these politicians to 
hope that a changed regime in 
Smiih Viet Nam could be the 
trigger for the withdrawal of 
American inilitiary forces. 


Senators, some oi ihcm here- 


tofore silent on the Viet Nam 
problem, seemed almost to be 
suggesting lo (he Vietnamese 
people that if they would only 
express their opposition to the 
presence of American forces, 
we would be all too happy lo 
have them leave. They almost 
seem 
lo 
be 
saying 
"please 


invite us to leave." 


Despite statements by some 


senators that departure under 


these circumstances would not 
mean 
failure 
of the 
United 


States (o honor its commitments 
in vSouth Viet Nam, the fact is 
that that is exactly how with- 
drawal would be interpreted. 


Until r e c e n t l y , the Red 


Chinese had a habit of referring 
to the United Slates as a "paper 
tiger." That particular phase 
has been absent from Chinese 
propaganda 
blasts 
in 
recent 


months. In fact, some inter- 
national observers have begun 
to claim that Ihe "paper tiger" 
in the orient was Red China 
itself. 


No sensible man wants to see 


tho Vietnamese war continue 
one day longer than necessary. 
However, pulling out of that 
war will not end the fighting. In 
fact, it could, in the long run, be 
the cause of still greater armed 
conflicts between Communism 
and Ihe Western World.

A calculated amount is 
poured on a cube of sugar and 
made palatable. 


Both vaccines are exceedingly 


safe and produce a high degree 
of immunity. 


No child should be deprived of 


this remarkable protection es- 
pecially since there was not one 
single case of Polio reported 
last year in New York State in 
children who had been com- 
pletely vaccinaterj.

Is it possible for some people 


not to run a fever during an 
infection? 


The statement is made by 


some people that "no matter 
how sick they are they never- 
run a fever." Almost always 
this is a false notion. Fever is 
an indication that the body's 
defense mechanisms are active- 
ly protecting it against the 
invasion of bacteria.

camp for youngsters never ma- 
terialized and the land was sold 


to a syndicate of seven men 
who in turn sold lots as a busi- 
ness venture" 


Eventually one of these men, 


Anton Noreen, bought out the 
others. During his time the re- 
striction that residents must be 
active Protestants was estab- 
lished. Noreen 
operated 
the 


town hotel, store and restaur- 
ant plus the water system. 


In 1924 residents decided to 


construct a building to house 
religious activities 
with only 


$200 in the treasury. However, 
by 1932, in the middle of the de- 
pression, the $8,000 anditorium- 
tabernaclc, Was paid off. 


From 1928 to 1931 the town 


was reorganized as the Bethany 
Beach Corporate Association, a 
non-profit organization under the 
laws of Michigan.
